SOVIET ARMY 


PLANS BARED.| 


Concentration Heaviest Near 
Vilna and Lemberg. 


Many Divisions Are Being 
Sent to Yampol Area. 


Trotzky Fights Petrograd Re- 
volt with Chinese.

lor CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) . 

COBLENZ, March 15.—Important 
information regarding the disposi- 
tion of Red Russia's armies along 
the western frontier have been made 
available here from an official 
source. 

It was revealed that the Third, 
Sixth, Fourteenth and Sixteenth 
Russian armies, totalling twenty- 
three divisions, supported by artil- 
lery, cavalry and other units, have 
been identified as participating in 
two most important concentrations. 

Eight divisions of reserves are 
concentrated in the Kiev arena, and 
thirteen other divisions, whose army 
organizations are unidentified, are 
known to be supporting the four 
armies mentioned. Eight cavalry di- 
visions are known to be located 
along the western front, but, as yet 
only four have been observed—one 
of them in the Pripet Marshes. 

The source of information de- 
clares that it is known definitely 
that a grand total of fifty-seven di- 
visions were concentrated on March 
1 between Petrograd and Odessa. 


FOUR UNIDENTIFIBD. 


In South Russta, the area in 
which Gen. Baron Wrangel operat- 
ed, there are four divisions, and in 
the Caucasus are the Eleventh 
Army and part of the Ninth Army, 
of which only four divisions remain 


| unidentified. 


Only two divisions of armed 
troops have been located in Turkes- 
tan, but more are believed to be 
there. There also is one 
in Siberia and one in North Russia. 

The definite disposition of the 
Russian forces shows that concen- 
trations are heaviest before Viina 
and Lemberg, with but few troops 
on the Polish eastern frontier. 

Between Petrograd and the im- 
portant railway center, Veliki-Luki, 
there are two divisions of the Third 
Army and two unidentified divisions. 

The main force of the Third Army 
is concentrated between Veliki-Luki 
and Lepel, with advance headquar- 
ters at Mohilev and general head- 
quarters at Minsk. 

Thus the forces threatening vi- 
na now total between twenty and 
twenty-three divisions. They were 
under the command of Gen. Touge- 
cheviki on March 1. 

Along the Polish eastern frontier 
in the Yampol section only one di- 
vision of frontier guards has been 
identified. This line is but lightly 
held by Polish and Bolshevik 
forces. 


HEAVY CONCENTRATION. 


Heavy concentration of Ned 
troops has started again near the 
Yampol area. From there to Odes- 
sa, facir:g@ the Rumanian armies 
across the Dniester River, are the 
Fourteenth and Sixteenth armies, 
nine divisions of infantry, support- 
ed by at least three cavairy dl 
visions, and five infantry divisions, 
whose’ army organization is un 
known. 

The headquarters of the Four 
teenth are at Uman and the Sixth’s 
at Odessa, with advance general 
headquartergy at Yampol. It is be- 
lieved the Sixth’s advance head- 
quarters are at Yempol, which must 
not be confused with the former 
city. Yampol is almost due east of 
Lemberg. Yempo! is on the Dnies- 
ter. southeast of Uman. 

The disposition of the four di- 
visions which haven't been located 
is believed to be between Kiev and 
Lemberg. Between seventeen and 
twenty-one divisions are in position 
to attack on the Galician frontier, 
with the support of the reserves in 
the Kiev area. ; 


RECOMMENDATIONS ADOPTED. 


The concentration of these troops 
indicates the adoption of the Red 
high command of Gen. Lazarevike’s 
recommendations made to War Min- 
ister Trotzky in ‘January, advising 
an attack against Poland, via Vilna 
on the north and Lemberg on the 
south, timed with the upper Silesia 
plebiscite. 

In this connection it is Interest- 
ing to note that Foreign Minister 
Joffre still is delaying definite peace 
negotiations between. Poland and 
Russia. 

It is not definitely known in mill- 
tary circles what effect the — 
revolts in Petrograd are having on 
the Red army plans. It depends 
on their seriousness. So far no 
heavy troop movements are report- 
ed from the areas where they are 
concentrated. It is likely Trotzky 
is trying to stamp out the revolts 
with Chinese or other mercenaries. 


FEDERAL TREASURY 
REIMBURSES COMPANY. 


AMERICAN RAILWAY EXPRESS| 


PAID $19,700,000 FOR 
LOSSES.

MACON (Ga.) March 15.—The 
American Railway Express Com- 
pany has been reimbursed $19,700,- 
000 from the United States Treasury 
to cover losses incurred through 
operations during the six months’ 
guarantee period from March 1 to 
September 1, W. A. Benson, assistant 
to the vice-president of the com- 
pany, testified in Federal court to- 
day at the trial of fifty-four of sixty- 
four men on charges of conspiracy to 
rob the company of more than 
$1,000,000 of goods. The loss and 
damage claims for goods stolen will 
exceed $12,000,000, he said 

For loss and damage claims dur- 
ing four months of the guarantee 
period, Mr. Benson said, the gov- 
ernment had paid $8,000,000. The 
total deficient for the operation dur- 
ing the six months’ period, he added, 
was more than $30,000,000, as com- 
pared with gross receipts of over 
$62,770,000. 

Those under indictment in the 
case include express messengers and 
business men. Five have already 
pleaded guilty. 

R. C. Brinson, former messenger 
testified that stealing had begun 
when wages of express messengers 
were cut during the latter part of 
1917. The goods were disposed of 
through agents, he said.

Nation Seeped with Propa- 
ganda, Says Legion Head. 

Un-Americanism and Dis- 
loyalty Being Preached. 


Foreign Agencies Work to 


Undermine Country. 


[BY 4. r. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, March 15.—Un- 
American and disloyal ‘propaganda, 
much of it of foreign origin and in- 
terest, is being preached in the Unit- 
ed States, F. W. Galbraith, Jr., cpm- 
mander of the American Legion, de- 
clared today at the opening session 
of the National Conference on Amer- 
icanism. 

“We have gone to sleep,” he said. 
“Our enemies are not asleep. 

Representatives of nearly eighty 
civic and patriotic organizations en- 
gaged in Americafiization work or- 
ganized the National American 
Council. 

CO-ORDINATION OF WORK. 


The objects were declared to be 
the co-ordination of the work and 


plans of the organizations engaged | 
in patriotic and civic activities, the 


obtaining of the co-operation of the 


public, elimination of duplication 


and waste and minimization of finan- 
cial appeals for support. The con- 
stitution adopted limits activities to 
the promotion of education for pa- 
triotism and good citizenship and 
forbids it entering economic, indus- 
trial, sectarian or partisan political 


felds. 


Dr. David Jayne Hill, former Am- 
bassador to Gérmany, in taking the 
chair as permanent presiding officer, 
said those engaged in the American- 
ization work must confine their ef- 
forts to the United States. 

C. H. Livingstone, president of the 
Boy Scouts, told the conference that 
groups of foreigners must be pre- 
vented “from using us as battle- 
grounds” for their interests. 
SELECT NATIONAL COMMITTEE. 

The national committee elected to 
serve until the May meeting is to 
be composed of one representative 
each from Adjutants-General Asso- 
ciation, American Council of Edu- 
cation, American Legion, Boy Scouts 
of America, bureau of education of 
the Department of the Interior, bu- 
reau of education of the General 


Staff of the War Department, bu- 


reau of naturalization of the De- 
partment of Labor, Bureau of Social 
and Education Service, Grand 
Lodge of the Free and Accepted 
Masons, Constitutional League of 
America, inter-racial council ot the 
Jewish Welfare. Board, League of 
Foreign-Born Citizens, National As- 
sociation for institutional Govern- 
ment, National Catholic Welfare 
League Council, National Civic Fed- 
eration, National Education Associa- 
tion, National Guard Association. 
National Security League, Sons of 
the Amercian Revolution, Interstate 
Commerce Council and Immigrant 
Association.
